Saturday afternoon, a large number 
of farmers from the Carseland, Strath- 
more and other districts watched the 
trial of two “Combines” manufactured 
by the International Harvester Com- 
pany. The trial was made in a 50-acre 
field of “volunteer” rye on the farm of 
G. B. Fields, near Carseland, and was 
made under conditions very trying to 
the machines. The crop was not fully 


knives, which were set about 18 inches 
from the ground, was hard to gather 
on to the carriers, Little, however, 
was left uncut. The field where the 
trial was made was cut up with small 
sloughs, and the machines were turn- 
ing continuously, which militated a- 
gainst first-class performancce. 


There were two machines, a 15 fy, 
cut anda 10 ft. The former which has 
been bought by G. B. Fields, will, it is 
claimed, harvest from 40 to 50 acres a 
day, the small machine from 25 to 20 
acres in the same time. Both were op- 
erated in the same field, the larger 
one leading and both were closely 
watched by the practical farmers pres- 
ent. 

The “Harvester Thresher,”  pur- 
chased by Mr. Fields, is provided with 
a separate motor for operating the 
cutting and threshing machinery, The 
10 ft. machine is operated by power

taken from a 15-30 tractor that pulled 
it by means of a power take-off shaft. 
As fast as the grain is cut, it falls 
upon the platform canvas and is de- 
livered directly to the carrier, which 
acts as a self-feeder for the thresher, 
carrying the grain directly to the 24- 
inch cylinder. The weed seeds are 
separated from the clean grain and de- 
livered into a bag. A straw spreader 
at the rear of the machine spreads 
the straw evenly on the ground, where 
it may be plowed under or burned. 


It is claimed, and the claim is de- 
clared to be backed up by figures ob- 
tained both from Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan, that wheat can be harvest- 
ed and threshed by the combine meth- 
od, for from 10 to 15 cents a bushel 
less than the cost of harvesting with 
a binder and separate threshing.

Rain Cuts Capers Throughout Wes 


Winnipeg, Sept. 3—While showers 
interfered to some extent with harvest 
operations in the three prairie prov- 
inces, good progress has been report- 
ed for the week, according to the re- 
port issued by the agricultural de- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. Present climatic conditions are 
favorable and with continuance of good 
weather and absence of frost, the late 
crops will have a chance to ripen. 
Livestock is in fine condition and food 
for present needs and winter supplies 
is sufficent. 

Manitoba—Some delay in harvest 
work caused by rain, but binders are 
busy again. Cutting is practically 
general and at many points as much 
as 60 per cent of the wheat is in 
stook. Taking the province as a whole, 
about 20 per cent has been cut. Black 
rust situation is about the same, oats 
are affected by the rust more than 
wheat, and while the damage to late 
oats may be serious, it does not appear 
that there will be much damage in 
wheat,

In Delivering Farewell Message Draws Metaphor From 


Mines of Precious Metal Which He Visited—Canada a 
Great Country Worthily Fulfilling a Very Great Des- 
tiny—Gives Impressions Gleaned by His Visit Here

treal, his words were addressed to the 
Association of Canadian Clubs and to 
the whole Dominion. 

Giving his impressions of the last 
five weeks, he drew a metaphor from 
the mines of precious metal he inspect- 
ed in the Rockies a week ago. 

“Canada,” he said, “the heart and 
soul of Canada, the possibilities of 
Canada, is a reef of precious metal, so 
vast in extent that no man living can 
value it; the deeper you go the more 
astonished you become at the wealth 
material wealth and wealth of char- 
acter—which you will find there—and 
the effect on one who loves Canada 
is a feeling that here, at any rate, is 
a great country worthily fulfilling a 
very great destiny.” 

The Prince of Wales continued: 

“Departing guests are usually re- 
quired to record their impressions, 
is the saying goes, even if it is only 
a question of writing complimentary 
or other remarks in the hotel register. 
Today T should like to record my im- 
pressions of my fourth visit to Can-! 
ada, which | am sorry to say, is so 
near its close. 

Impressions Are Worth Recording 

“But are those impressions worth 
recording? I think they most cer- 
tainly are, But I have to ask my- 
self the question ‘do you think so 
too?’ 

“At first sight you quite naturally 
feel that I who have been from a su- 
perficial point of view just traveling 
round the Dominion in a special 
train, partaking of unlimited hospi- 
tality, much like any other visitor— 
you might feel that I can have ga- 
thane no impressions worth talking 
back home, especially asa few ot 
my good friends in the press are a 
bit apt to give you too columns 
about my recitations, two lines about 
any job of work I may do. 

“T should like so much to convince 
you that this is not the case; and 
perhaps I can best do it by telling 
you of something which struck me 
quite lately, A few days ago, on my 
way back east, I spent one of the 
most interesting mornings of my life 
in the big Sullivan mine, up at Kim- 
berley, 

“When we got down below, they 
showed me a map of the place, on 
which was charted not only the por- 
(ions of the reef which they are now 
working, but all the hidden undevel- 
oped portions as well, Forgive me 
if my technical terms are not abso- 
lutely accurate. 

How They Find What Lies Below 

“ Well,’ I said to them, ‘how ean 


eee —— ese 


the reef is there? How can you sat- 
that some day or 
other it won’t die on you and you will 
find there is no more reef to work 
on? Their answer was very simple. 
They merely took me around the 
corner and showed me a diamond drill, 

“Many of you probably know all 
about diamond drills; but for the 
benefit of those who don't, this, in 
layman's language, is what happens: 
A very small hole is Lored to an as- 
tonishing depth, sometimes two or 
three thousand feet deep, and from 
the very marrow of the earth the 
drill brings up a sample of the ore 
at the end of the small hole. With 
those samples in front of him, any- 
one with the right experience can 
trace the course of the reef with 
great accuracy, and can estimate its 
extent and its staying power. He 
can determine whether it is a reef 
with a future or a reef with none. 
Same Opportunities; Does Not Miss 

Them 

“Well, gentlemen, I get the same 
opportunities as that diamond drill, 
and I hope sincerely that I don't miss 
them. I travel over this great un- 
charted reef of untold wealth which 
is Canada, here today, and somewhere 
else tomorrow. I can't hope to work 
the whole reef, but that doesn’t mean 
that I only scratch the surface, I 
only get the chance of boring here and 
there, but it is a chance of boring 
—ileeply though that’s a dangerous 
thing to say in an after-luncheon 
speech. I, like the diamond drill, get 
my samples; believe me, I don’t under- 
value them, and I neyer throw them 
away. I may get them on the prairie 
at a parade of returned men, in some 
hurried tour of a factory, or in a eas- 
Yay wit Gowire aww) at, calf, - Rut 
me, 

‘I started out to try and tell you 
my impressions of this last trip—the 
sum total of the samples I have col- 
lected since I landed in Quebec just 
over five weeks ago. I can put them 
in one sentence, using the same meta- 
phor from mining—Canada, the heart 
and soul of Canada, the possibilities 
of Canada, is a reef of precious metal 
so vast in extent that no man living 
ean chart it, so rich that no man can 
value it; the deeper you go, the more 
astonished you become at the wealth 
—material wealth and wealth of char- 
acter—which you find there; and the 
effect on one who leaves Canada is a 
feeling that here at any rate is a great 
country worthily fulfilling a very great 
destiny, 

“Gentlemen, [ thank you most sin- 
cerely for your kindness to my _ bro- 
ther and myself.” 


Urges Government Control Industries 


Attacking vigorously the present 
economic systems of Canada and de- 
claring that the industrial, agricul- 
tural, baoking, educational and com 
mercial industries of the counts; are 
comigg more and more under central- 
ized ccutrol of great capityistte “L- 
terests, 8S. Woodsworth, M.P. of 
Winnipey, in an address at tue Labor 
temple, urged that the great remedy 
fon Canoda'’s economic ills lies in the 
government control of railways and 
mines, particularly. 

Using a chart fashioned after a 
spider's web with a black spider in 
the centre to represent his ideas, he 


spoke of the adyance made by agri-; 


culture from the point where the farm 
was a well-sustained unit to the pres- 
ent where it depends upon the rail- 
way for transportation; the factory 
for implements and clothing and so 
forth, Similarly he dealt with the 
ramifications of industrial, banking, 
governmental and educatonal life. He 
declared that banking, for instance, is 
rapidly passing into the hands of a 
very small number of people, and that 
directors of one bank may be also 
directors of many other large corpor- 
ations, so that a few men may become 
very powerful. 

Few lawyers can hope to succeed 
unless they take care of the cases of 
the corporations in the courts, and 
having accepted their retaining fees 
and studied their problems they view 
matters from the aspect of the corpor- 
ation. rather than that of the people. 
It is from the ranks of the lawyers 
that the judges come, and therefore, 
according to the speaker, the courts 
are in the favor of the corporations 
and similarly governmental bodies are 
swayed by the power of wealth, he 
sald, 


But the influence goes further than 
this, and is to be found in the educa- 
tional institutions of the country on 
the advisory “councils of which are 
men of power and wealth, who will 
tolerate little in the way of teaching 
that does not coincide with their views 
on economics. He urged that Labor 
should be represented on these advis- 
ory councils, and that professors suit 
able to Labor teach Labor views. In 
this connection he congratulated @al- 
gary for the part it has played in 
permitting teachers to participase in 
provneial and muneipal affairs, 

The speaker dealt at length with the

in the Royal Canadian Air Force, de- 
tecting forest fires, locating smugglers 
on the boundaries, and mapping out 
by photography the vast areas of the 
hinterlands. 


Civil flying soon pushed its way to 
the front during the post-war years, 
and the government of Canada was 
quick to establish the necessary code 
of laws for aerial navigation. The ad- 
ministration of these regulations was 
given to a branch of the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, and to-day the Domin- 

lion is safeguarded by a set of strict 
regulations governing the licensing of 
all mechanics, pilots, air harbors, in- 
ternational flying signals, and the in- 
spection of air craft. 

The most conspicuous work done 
during thease recent crowded years of 
flying history in Canada has been the 
‘survey work in which the Dominion 
Other countries 
have put on spectacular flights of as- 
tonishing endurance, but Canada’s con- 
tribution has been along sound com- 
; mercial lines, In 1926, 56,000 square 
s of Canadian territory were pho- 
tographed and mapped with an ac- 
curacy which would have required 
years and millions of dollars if done 
by ground work. 

The year 1927 has brought a practi- 
cal acknowledgment by parliament of 
this valuable work. Since the war 
Canada has never spent more than 
$1,506,000 a year for air development. 
This year more than $3,000,000 was 
voted by parliament for the Royal 
Canadian Air Force to be divided 
between military and civil flying, Git- 
ies are being encoureged to set aside 
land for futafre air harbors, technical 
advisers from Great Britain are visit- 
ing the Dqaminion to make recommend- 
ations for the future linking of the 
Empire by airways, and the Post Of- 
fiee Department is taking the initial 
steps towards what will be an Aflant- 
ic to Pacific air mail route.

sent by Henry Ford to the members 
of the National Editorial association |

send a greeting to the publishers of 
our home community newspapers. Be- 
sides being the oldest and most dis 
tinctively American type of publication ! 
the small-town and country press is 
our only real newspaper. it comes 
from the neighborhood that we knew 
and still know best.

THE MAIL-ORDER HOUSE 
AND THE FUTURE OF , 
WESTERN RETAILING 


It is interesting to fellow the evolu- 
tion of business over lengthy periods. 
In the good, old days the general store 
held the fort. This, in time, was su- 
perseded by the retail store specializ- 
ing in one or more lines. Then came 
another change, confined, however, to 
the larger centres of population, where 
the retailer reverted to the old form 
of business and established “super- 
general” stores under the name of 
“department” stores. This was rap- 
idly followed by a movement to extend 
the department store services to the 
smaller town and country districts, 
through the establishment of “mail- 
order” departments, Later, special 
mail-order houses on a huge scale were 
established which maintained no dl: 
rect retail selling organization in the 
cities in which they were located. 

For the past couple of decades, the 
retailer, particularly in) the smaller 
centres, has faced the uncomfortable 
problem of meeting the competition 


of the mailorder houses. This has,

The apple crop this year will run 
to 1.250,000 barrels, according to W.

Construction of the first commer- 
cial fish hatchery in Alberta will be 
started in September, announces R. 
T. Rodd, Dominion Fisheries In- 
spector. It will be located at the 
mouth of Canyon Creek, on the 
south shore of Lesser Slave Lake. 
It is estimated that 100,000,000 
whitefish will be propagated at 
the hatchery every year to maintain 
an undiminished supply of fish for 
the many companies onerating in 
the lake. 


So great is the interest which is 
being evidenced in the Scottish 
music festival organized as part of 
the Highland Gathering for Banff, 
September 8-5 that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has arranged with 
the Alberta Government telephones 
to install the amplifiers of the public 
address system that were used at 
the Diamond Jubilee broadcast, so 
that the evening concerts will be 
heard not only in the ballroom of 
the Banff Springs Hotel, but also in 
the lounges and in the open air on 
the terrace. 


General industrial transportation 
and agricultural outlook (from re- 
ports reaching him from all parts 
of Canada) is excellent and_ will 
continue to improve as the market 
for Canadian products widens, said 
I. W. Beatty, KaC., chairman and 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, recently at Calgary.

jn fact, fpr years been regarded as the 
outstanding retailing problem, But 
signs are not wanting which indicate | 
that this arch enemy of the legitimate 
retail concern is doomed to early ex- 
tinction. The complexities of mod- 
ern civilzation. is gradually welding 
an influence upon retail distribution’ 
under which the mail-order business 
is crumbling away and heading for 
destruction, To what extent this new 
influence will prove beneficial to the 
retail trade, will depend upon how it 
adjusts itself to the new conditions 
that will be confronting it. 

In the first place, it must be ad- 
mitted that the mail order principle 
of distribution has always faced a 
stupendous handicap in merchandiz- 
ing from a_printed-page, as against 
the ability of the local store to show 
the actual goods, backed up by  per- 
sonal selling argument, It succeeded 
in overcoming this obstacle only by 
profuse over-head expenditure in the 
way of propaganda, But with the gen- 
eral introduction of rapid transit by 
motor car now enables persons, living 
in districts remote from centres of 
population, to come to town and thus 
gratify the normal inelination to do 
their shopping in person, The mail- 
order system of distribution is falling 
down under this new order of things, 
and the day is apparently not distant 
when the bulky mail order catalogue 
will be regarded as a curiosity. 

The gradual opening up of branch 
establishments in our smaller. cities 
by large mail-order houses, indicate 
the first step in the passing of this 
uneconomic, expensive and eumber- 
some method of retail distribution. 
Personal contact in marketing, ‘“see- 
ing what you buy,” is ingrained in 
human nature, The nmil-order system, 
in attempting to eliminate that  fae- 
tor, was built on an unsound founda- 
tion, and is now destined to pass away 
and give place to the personal element 
in retail marketing. ‘Rhis does not 
necessarily mean that the “country 
is again coming into its own, 
New problems face the retailer, Busi- 
ness is a continuous battle, and vie- 
tory comes to him who anticipates the 
trend of things and practices prepayed: 
ness, But this much may be said, 
without fear of contradiction, that in 
the new alignment in retailing, the 
local and country retail) merchants 
will have a vigetly better chance of sur- 
vival than he has hitleguify enjoyed.

MAKING GOOD IN DAIRYING 


Young Alberta Farmers Who Are 
Away to a Good Start. What they 
Grow and How They Feed It. 


Two other young men who are prom- 
ising dairy farmers are the Dowdell 
brothers, each running his own farm 
west of Millet. W. C. Dowdell, who 
farms to quarters, depends on wheat 
as a cash crop, but the mainstay of 
the farm is a herd of cows, the young- 
er ones being Jersey grades. Twelve 


‘| cows are milked on the average; the 


milk is separated and the cream ship- 
ped to the Edmonton market. Ship- 
ments are made twice a week in wint- 
er and from two to four times a week 
in summer, The cream is of table 
quality, 

Mr. Dowdell sowed 25 acres of wint- 
er rye for pasture in 1925. It was put 
in about the middle of July and the 
cattle were able to keep it down that 
summer and the following spring. It 
made good pasture. Last spring he 
sowed 25 acres of oats and was plan- 
ning to turn the cattle on it when 
the growth was six inches high. 

“T like green oats for hay,” ‘said Mr. 
Dowdell, “This year I sowed rye grass 
with the wheat. It does well in this 
district and makes good hay the first 
year, After that it can be pastured. 

“For ensilage I like oats. I have 
tried sunflowers but they are too much 


bother, as they cannot be cut. with a 


grain binder. One year I had them 
eight or ten feet high but before I 
could get them cut a snowstorm came 
on and broke them down. The cattle 
foraged through them all winter and 
left nothing but about a foot and a half 
of the stalks standing, They seemed 
to like them alright. I cut the oats in 
the dough stage with the binder, If 
they are left longer the weeds cast 
their seeds, The silo holds 70 tons 
and the first year we filled it from 
seven acres. The next year, however, 
we had ten acres, but that didn’t fill 
it. One year we put the oats in a lit- 
tle too dry and they moulded some. 
I like the stave lock silo. It is cheap 
and as good as any.” 

For roughage Mr. Dowdell feeds 
slough hay and green oats. He hasn't 
had very good success with sweet 
clover. In 1925 he seeded some, but 
although it was inoculated and scari- 
fled, it was too patchy, and last sum- 
mer he plowed it down. He seeds 
timothy in the sloughs. It is much 
used in the district for sodding the 
sloughs up. 

“How do you feed your cows in the 
winter?” I asked, 

“In the morning, before milking, we 
feed green feed. After milking they 
get a feed of silage and then their 
meal, which consists of chopped mixed 
grains, Around noon we turn the 
cows out for a couple of hours if it is 
mild or for a few minutes if it is very 
coll, About three or four in the 
afternoon we give them some oat 
stray and then another feed of silage. 
After milking they get some more 
chop, and then, just before going in for 
the night, we give them another feed 
of green feed.” 

The land was easier to clear in the 
early days than it is now, I has told. 
The scrub is getting pretty stiff. A 
group of immigrants were clearing 
land on contract within sight and I 
enquires how much it was costing. 
The contract price, I was informed, 
was $15 an acre, leaving the land 
ready for the breaking plow. The con- 
tract price for breaking was $8.00 an 
acre, 

$2,055 From 66 Acres 

Further west, A. E. Dowdell is get- 
ting started in dairying, Mrs. Dowdell 
keeps the accounts and has every 
thing down in black and white. Some

this pioneer farm are interesting and 
encouraging, Fifty-five acres of the 
place were under cultivation last year 
and 11 acres were rented and sown to

HERE AND THERE 


Resigning in a body, the matron and 
nurses of the hospital at Mafeking, 
South Africa, did so because an Afri- 
can surgeon operated on a European 
girl. The nurses object to taking ord- 
ers from a native and to stand by 
while he is operating on Europeans. 
Protests have been made before in 
consequences of similar practices, but 
the nurses allege that no notice has 
been taken by the authorities. The 
doctor qualified in Glasgow in 1919, 
A few of the nurses have voluntecred 
to carry on essential work in an em- 
ergency. 


A formidable city wall has been un- 
earthed by an expedition at Tel-el- 
Nisbeh, seven miles north of Jerusa- 
lem, The expedition has succeeded 
in clearing a section of the enclosing 
walls, which is still standing to a 
height of 25 feet from the founda- 
tions, The thickness of the wall rang- 
es from 16 to 20 feet. The sloping re- 
vetment round one corner of the tow- 
ers has a curved front 85 feet broad 
at the middle. The slope of the re- 
vetment, which projects 20 feet from 
the walls, shows that the wail must 
have originally been 20 feet higher, 
The wall dates probably from B.C. 
1800.

For kangaroo and deer the Duke. of 
York went out hunting with a party 
organized by Mr, MacFarlane, with 
whom the Duke and Duchess were 
staying at his country home near Ade- 
laide, Australia. The Duke was al- 
ways among the leading horsemen 
during the chase and was personally 
responsible for the capture of a deer, 
which was held captive until the Duch- 
ess arrived by motor car, The Duchess 
photographed the scene and the deer 
was then liberated, A kangaroo was 
caught after being driven into a lake.

green oats. The cows, of course, had 
lots of wild land pasture. 

The income from cream checks 
alone for the year as $1,121.41, and 
that left the skim milk at home for 
feeding pigs. Forty-three hogs were 
sold, fetching $933.65. That made a 
total income of $2,055.06 from these 
two sources. On an average ten cows 
were milked, all grade Jerseys. 

The cream, of table grade, is ship- 
ped to Edmonton, For ten months, 
when 11 cows and heifers were being 
milked, the average production from 
the herd was 253 pounds of butter-fat. 
The best cow gave 8,914 pounds of milk 
yielding 380.2 pounds of butter-fat and 
the ‘best two-year-old, 5,582 pounds of 
milk yielding 242 pounds butter-fat. 

The cows are wintered through on 
green oat hay and mixed grain chop. 
Both the Dowdell’s belong to the cow- 
testing association, and keep. strict 
records of the production of their 
herds, 

These two men are representative 
of the young men who are helping to 
lay a new foundation under the dairy 
farming business in Northern Alberta, 
For it will bear repeating that dairy- 
ing must now be bult up on a founda- 
tion of cultivated pasture, hay and en- 
silage crops. They have little to 
guide them in the way of well ham- 
mered-out experience, but they are 
not afraid to try anything once. It is 
only by obeying the old injunction, 
“Prove all thngs, hold fast that which 
is good,’ that progress can be made 
in dairying as in other matters—R. 
D.C., in Grain Growers’ Guide.
